The annual meeting of mem- 
bers to receive the Incumbent’s 
report and the financial report, 
and to elect churchwardens and 
vestrymen for 1910, tuok place in 
St. Luke’s Church on Wednesday, 
Jan. bth,at8 p.m.

Local Dealers’ Rejoinder. 


To Editor of News. 
Dear Sir:— 

Kindly allow us space in your 
valuable paper to reply to the 
elaborated epistles that appeared 
in the last issue of the Advocate, 
indited by Messrs. Jas. Bower 
and C. A. Julian-Sharman. 

We shall deal with Mr.Bower’s 
letter first. In the first paragraph 
he endeavors to give its readers a 
literary treat,but fails egregious- 
ly. And then thanie us for the 
pen picture of himself. If our 
production was at fault he will 
see a better one in a past number 
of the Christian Guardian. No, 
Mr. Bower, we never claimed that 
pounds avoirdupois always made 
a big man. Next Mr. Bower dia- 
putes the facts presented by us 
in a previous issue, but he is un- 
able to refute them. When we 
referred to the law of supply and 
demand governing prices we were 
not dealing with market con- 
ditions of ten years ago when 
there were no packing houses in 
this province, We were dealing 
with what has existed during the 
past year with a plant at Calgary 
and se aha at Edmonton, which 
opened just a little over a year 
ago, and with an independent 
market at the coast. 

Then, in order to refute our 
statements regarding the price 
paid for hogs at Innisfail and La- 
combe, he quotes from letters he 
received from Mr. Fream and 
Col. Gregory, which prove 
nothing. Mr. Bower must know 
there are two live stock dealers 
at Innisfail and also two at La- 
combe. Any of those men would 
be better able to post him on the 
market prices of farm produce 
than the men he referred to. If 
Mr. Bower wanted to ascertain 
the price of groceries at Lacombe 
would he write to a lumber deal- 
er there? Or if he wanted to get 
the price of dry goods at Innis- 
fail would he write to a black- 
smith there? Surely not. 

Now, we will tell Mr. Bower 
where he can get first hand infor- 
mation that will corroborate the 
statement we made with regard 
to the price paid for hogs at 
Innisfail and Lacombe. Write 
to Mr. Granlop, Canyon P.O.,who 
sold his hogs to Mr. Puffer some 
five Gays before the Farmers’ 
Association shipped their first 
car, for 7 cts. per lb., and the 
raise. Write to Mr. Trout, Black- 
falds P.O., who sold his hogs a 
few days later for $725. Now 
for Innisfail prices. Write to Mr. 
John Fitch, Markerville P.O., 
and you will find that he was 
offered $7.50 about the same time. 
Write to the creamery man at 
Markerville, and you will find 
that he sold his hogs for $7.50. 
We refer to these sales because 
we know whereof we speak, and 
we were told that these prices 
were general in these localities. 

Mr. Bower then states that 
although hay sold for $15 at 
Ponoka it don’t prove anything. 

It certainly proves what we 
contended. It did prove that Mr. 
Bower was making incorrect 
statements and false claima when 
he stated, in a previous letter to 
the farmers, that hay was higher 
at Red Deer than any other point 
north or south and that the Far- 
mers’ Association was respon- 
sible for raising the price. 

If the dealers, who were travel- 
ling over the country looking for 
hay, could buy hay cheaper at 
any other point than at Red Deer, 
why should they come to Red 
Deer unless the demand was 
greater than the supply? But 
the fact is they bought hay 
cheaper from the Farmers’ 
Association than they could buy 
it for at Ponoka, and also cheap- 
er than they bought from Smith 
& Gaetz, who received $12 for 
their hay the same week. We do 
not deny that P. Burn’s men are 

at liberty to meet other buyers’ 
prices if Burns needs the stuff, 
and this only goes to show that 
supply ana demand govern prices. 
Then Mr. Bower relates at con- 
siderable length the negotiations 
he had with Mr. Russell,manager 
of the Vancouver and Prince 
Rupert Meat Co. But Mr. Bower 
did not tell how he impressed 
Mr. Russell that he was a modern 
Egyptian monarch and that he 
had practically all the hogs in 
the Red Deer district on his 
books, and if Mr. Russell wanted 
hogs he would have to buy from 
him. When Mr. Russell ascer- 
tained the fact through his agent 
that Mr. Bower had no corner on 
the hogs of this district, he in- 
structed his agent not te take 
delivery of Association hogs at 

Red Deer. Losing confidence in 
the man that deceived him, he 
preferred to see the hogs weigh- 
ed at Vancouver. 


| Mr. Bower then refers to the 
loss the dealers had in Chicago 
and Toronto, and states that the 
dealers ought to be satisfied since 
farmers were showing a_ dis- 
position to undertake this loss 
forthem. This statement isso 
ridiculously absurd as to put al- 
most beyond the pale of dis- 
cussion. Not more than five 
weeks ago Mr. Bower went to Mr. 
McDonald’s home to see if Mc- 
Donald and Forrester would buy 
some cattle that were listed with 
the Association. About a car 
‘load of these cattle belonged to 
Mr. Bower. JDces this look as if 


eee? Mr. Bower wanted tu bear the 


burden for local dealers? 

Mr. Bower knows perfectly 
well that we were not opposed to 
the Farmers’ Union, and: it- was 
not our intention to do anything 
that would have a deleterious 
effect on the Association, but Mr. 
Bower threw the gloves. at our 
feet with misrepresentations and 
mean insinuations, and it is only 
natural that men who have 
carried on a legitimate business 
would put on the gloves with him, 
and although only a few rounds 
have come off, we find Mr.Bower 
praying. - The answer to his 
ejaculation is obvious, ‘‘Ye have 
sown the wind and ye shall reap 
the whirlwind.”’ 


We come now to the epistle in- 
dited by C. A. J. Sharman. Mr. 
Editor, if the News only fell 
into hands of Mr. Sharman’s 
neighbors, we would let his letter 
pass without comment, but since 
the paper has such 4 wide cir- 
culation we will dissect the letter. 
Before noticing Mr. Sharman’s 
signature we concluded that the 
letter was written by the indivi- 
dual who was seen holding a 
bridle up before a horse for sev- 
eral hours. When asked by one, 
that noticed hie strange perform- 
ance, what he was trying to do, 
he replied ‘I am just waiting for 
the bloomin’ hoss to yawn so I 
can get the bit in its mouth.” 
But we find that the Vice Presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Association 
put his signature to the letter. 


Mr. Editor, we think that if 
any one. possessing common 
sense made a careful perusal of 
our previous letter, and what Mr. 
Sharman calls his reply, they 
would very soon conclude that 
Mr. Sharman could neither read 
nor write intelligently. 

Mr. Sharman states ‘‘We do 
not claim that the Farmers’ 
Association enhanced the price 
of farm produce.” ‘‘It is a fact’’ 
hesays. Mr. Bower must have 
told him so. But we have refuted 
the socalled fact. 

Next Mr. Sharman states that 
the farmers don’t give two hoops 
for McDonald and Forrester, and 
they know it. We know that we 
have been doing business with 
the farmers of this district for a 
period of five years and during 
that time we only had difference 
or unpleasantness with one man, 
and this year we paid more money 
to the farmers for live stock than 
anyone else at this shipping 
point, a record of which we are 
justly proud. 

Let us inform you, Mr. Shar- 
man, that we never made a deal 
of any kind with Mr. Bower, so 
that he never beat us at our own 
game. Nor do we think Mr. 
Bower has been very successful 
when practising sharpness with 
others, for we know of several 
instances when his sharpness re- 
coiled on himself. 

No, Mr. Sharman, we do nut 
find fault with anyone for giving 
Mr. Bower a superabundance of 
brains. Nor would we think that 
anything wonderful had happen- 
ed in creation if your brains and 
his had been put in the one cran- 
ium. Now regarding what hap- 
pened in the Co-operative office, 
we may just state here that we 
intended to spare those self-con- 
stituted Egyptian monarchs the 
mortification that the publication 
of the facts of this little episode 
would inflict upon them, but since 
Mr. Sharman gave such a deceit- 
ful account of what transpired, 
we will give you the facts. We 
were invited to the office by Mr. 
Bower as he had some cattle for 
sale. When we arrived at the 
office we met Mr. Bower, Mr. 
Sharman, Mr. Jamieson and Mr. 
Spiers. Mr. Bower iuformed us 
that he had just sold his cattle to 
a rancher for the price we had 
offered him. We then asked Mr. 
Bower if they had any hogs for 
sale. He said, ‘‘Yes, we have 
practically all the hogs in the 
country listed, and a fine imposed 
on any farmer who sells to anyone 
else after listing with us and we 
have a better offer than you can 
make.’’

“There is something wrong.’’ We 
assured him that there wae no- 
thing wrong, and that we did not 
confine ourselves to one market. 
We assured them that we did not 
want to do anything to hurt the 
association. To this Mr. Bower 
admitted that we could break it 
up if we tried. But he declared 
that they had practically all the 
hogs listed and we would have to 
buy through them. We found 
that neither the President nor the 
Vice-President could talk busi- 
ness intelligently ,so after remain- 
ing in their office for not more 
than half an hour we left on a 
business tripinto the country and

You shall 
look in vain for Mr. Ross to send 
a disclaimer and we know Mr. 
Ross will not welcome Mr. Bower 
into the charmed circle asa farm- 
er friend for Mr. Ross knows that 
Mr. Bower listed his cattle along 
with other farmers to be sold by 
the Association after Jan.1st.1909 
but when hay advanced in price 
Mr. Bower sold his cattle, al- 
though he advised his brother 
farmers to hold theirs and thus 
keep their cattle off the market 
so that he would have a stronger 
market for his own. At the same 
time he advised them to feed 
their cattle so that their hay 
would not compete on the market 
with his. No, Mr. Sharman,you 
can’t make us believe that Mr. 
Bower should be called the 
‘*Farmers Friend’’. He will never 
win that appellation. :

World Will Learn 
Righteousness” (Isaiah xxvi, 9). 


Bunday, December 19.—Pastor Rus- 
sell spoke to-day from the text, “With 
my soul have I desired thee in the 
night; yea, with my spirit within me, 
will-I_ seek thee early; for when thy 
jodements are abroad in the earth, 
he inhabitants “of the world will 
learn righteousness” (Isaiah xxvi, 9). 
Brooklyn Tabernacle was crowdec 
with ‘an: attentive audience, as usual. 
~We report the discourse, as follows: 

Only those who come to an adyanc- 
ed degree of knowledge of God’s Word 
con realize how Divine judgments are 
‘all good—all- blessed. Under ‘the in. 
fluence of the fog of superstition, no‘ 
understanding aright the teachings o! 
the Scriptures, supposing that they 
taught eternal torment for the grea! 
majority of our race, we feared God 
rather than loved him. We dared no: 
say that such a judgment was wrong 
malicious, devilish, yet we were un 
able‘to see it in\ any other light 
hence the general perplexity of Chris 
tendom, and the general alienation o 
heart, and many intelligent mind: 
driven to infidelity, and the dislike t 
think about God and his supposed), 
terrible purposes respecting our raci 
and the general awe respecting th 
Bible and the fear of its misunder. 
stood teachings. 

- But now in the dawning of the Nev 
Dispensation the Word of God ° it 
shining as never. before; one passag: 
illuminating another, our fear give: 
place to reverential love and_ filial 
awe. We begin to understand that 
the torment doctrines which we re.

vine character, which, ohn the con- 
trary, is distinctly marked by Wh 
dom, Justice, Mercy and Love-towan 
all.

ness of God’s dealing with them. Of 
these were the prophets who re- 
henrged the Divine dealings and re- 
wards and punishments, that they 
were true and righteous altogether 
and merciful in the extreme. 

We have seen that God’s judgments 
fn the past have been merely with 


those who’ shall constitute the Seed 
of Abraham (natural and spiritual), 
through whom, according to the 
promise, “‘all the families of the earth 
shall be blessed’’.(Genesis xxviii, 14).

“not mean havoc and dismay to man- 


kind in general, but the very reverse 
—relief, assistance to all who come in- 
to line with the righteous arrange- 
ments of that Kingdom designed for 
their. uplifting from sin and death 
condtions, The ipdgments of that Mil- 
lennial Day of a thousand years. will 
be severe—even to destruction—only 
against the willfully, the deliberate- 
ly rebellious, after they shall have 
been brought to a clear appreciation 
of right. and wrong, good and evil, 
and their penalties, life and death. 

Mark- the statement of the Prophet 
David:when prophetically. referring to 
the Millennial Age; he points out that 
the judgments of that time will be a 
cause of gladness. He says: 


“Let the heavens be glad, 

And let the earth rejoice; — 

Let men say among the nations,sJe- 
hovah reigneth. 

Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof; é 

Let the fields rejoice, and all that 

"are therein. ; 

Then shall-the trees of the wood sing 
aloud 

At the presence of Jehovah, 

Because he cometh to judge the 


earth. 5 
O give thanks unto Jehovah, for he 
is good; 


For his mercy endureth forever.” 
- ‘4 Chronicles xvi, 31-34. 


Mark the words of 8t. Paul respect- 
ing what God has in reservation for 
the world. He says God “hath ap- 
pointed a day (the thousand-year day 
of Christ) in the which he will judge 
the world in righteousness, by that 
man whom he hath ordained” (Acts 
xvii, 31). ; 

In this work ordained for our Lord 
he is to have associates—the “‘elect 
Church, his “members,” of whom the 
Apostle writes, saying, ‘“Know ye not 
that the saints shall judge the world? 
(I. Corinthians vi, 2.) And the Ancient 
Worthies enumera by 8t. Paul 
(Hebrews ix, 38-40) will also be 
judges, but on the earthly plane as 
representatives of the heavenly King- 
dom. As it is written, “I will restore 
thy judges as at the first and thy 
counsellors as atthe beginning 
(Isaiah i, 26). 

Our All-Wise Creator, who has thus 
made provision, both for the heaven- 
ly and the earthly judges of the world 
in the election from Israel and the 
election of the Gospel Age, has thus 
demonstra to the few who under- 
stund “the secret of the Lord” “‘the 
mystery” hidden from ages and dis- 
pensutions past. It is evident that 
there will be no disappointment, nu 
fuilure, in respect to God’s great 
outh.bound Covenant made with Abra- 
ham—"In thy Seed shall all the fami- 
lies of the earth be blessed.” The 
besis of the blessing is the redemp- 
tive: work of Christ finished at Cal- 
vary. The outworking of that bless. 
ing will come through the glorific. 
Lord and his Church, “‘his Body.” 
The first work will be the establish. 
ment of a righteous government in 
the hands of those already proven ob. 
solutely loyal to God and to his 
righteousness — “faithful even unto 
death.” We may have full confidence 
that in that Kingdom “righteousness 
will be laid to the line and justice to 
the plummet,” as God has promised 
(Isuiah xxviii, 17). Not only so, but 
we may have a free hand there to do 
all for mankind that would be rea- 
sonable and possible. The combina- 
tion of a strong government with 
merciful assistants is represented by 
the fect that our Lord will be, not 
only the great King, but also the great 
Priest and Prophet and _ Teacher. 
Even so, also, the Church shall be 
“kings and priests’’—their office, their 
service, will be a combination of rul- 
ing and healing, instructing and up- 
lifting. ‘ 

Everything done will come under 
the head of judgment—righteous deal 
ing. Every good deed, yea, every 

‘ood effort, will be rewarded — its 
judgment will be a blessing, an in- 
crease of harmony with the Lord and 
with a character development and 
restitutional physical experiences 
(Acts iii, 19-21). Instead of the ways 
of darkness will be the way of light. 
Instead of the broad road leading to 
destruction with the masses going 
down thereon—to the tomb—yill be 
“the highway of holiness.”’ Instead 
of stones of stumbling we are as- 
sured that all the stumbling stones 
shall be gathered out of the way. 
Instead of beastly violence, overmas- 
tering temptations and _ besetments, 
devouring mankind because of their 
wenkness to resist the Adversary, the 
Bible assures us that Satan will be 
bound and that the wild beasts of 
vice and degeneracy will all be» 
brought into subjection. Thus ‘‘no‘th- 
ing shall hurt “nor destroy in all 
God’s holy Kingdom,” ‘‘And an high- 
way shall be there, and it shall be 
called, The way of holiness’’ (Isaiah 
xi, 9; xxxv, 8). 

The Messianic” Psalm (seventy-sec- 
ond) finds its application to that glor- 
ious Millennial epoch. Thus we read, 
“Give the King thy Judgments, O 
God, and thy righteousness unto the 
King’s Son. He shall judge thy peo- 
ple with righteousness and thy poor 
with judgment (justice).*** He 
shall judge the poor of the people, he 
shall save the children of the needy 
and shall break in pieces the oppr s- 
sor. * * © He shall come down like 
rain upon the mown grass, as show- 
ers that water the earth. In his days 
shall the righteous flourish; and 
abundance of peace so long as the 
moon endureth.” - 

As already shown, God’s dealings 


in the past have been with the worla 
only in the sense of executing o gen- 
eral sentence for Adamic sin — a 
death sentence with all that that in- 
volves of mental, moral and physical 
degeneracy—dying. All of God’s spe- 
cia) judgments have been with those 
who were justified to special relation- 
ship through faith. If we were to 
judge of the number who will b2 bless- 
ed during the Millennium by the “‘lit- 
le flock” of natural Israel and the 
“little flock’ of spiritual Israel, sav- 
ed under God’s judgments in advance 
of the millennium, the outcome of the 
world’s judgment would not appear 
favorable. But these would not be 
fair criterions. Present conditions are 
permitted in order to test ond to 
prove the faith, as well as the obedi- 
ence of those who are under trial or 
judgment and who, by reason of the 
fall, have such a faith as permits 
them to grasp the glorious features of 
the present call. Consequently, ‘“‘few’’ 
there will be who will find the great 
reward now offered (Matthew vii, 14). 

This is as God designs it, because 
he is selecting a special class. But 
the arrangements made for mankind 
in general ure that the darkness and 
sin of the present time shall flee away. 
The dawning of the Millennium morn- 
ing, with the rising of the Sun of 
itighteousness with healing in his 
hoaams (the Christ, in glory to en- 


lighten the. world), will nifean that 
knowledge will be granted the: world: 


—facts, evacanecs:: prot: The world 
will not be required:to “‘walk* by faith 
and not by sight,” as are“the ‘‘elect’’ 
of ‘this present time. “Instead of the 


‘eye of fuith of the present time wi!! 


be the eye of understanding (knowl- 
edge), then. Instead of the secret of 
the Lord being. kept from the world, 
all of his graciou3 purposes will ther 
stand fully revealed. “The knowledge 
of the glory of God shall fill the 
whole earth as the waters cover the 
great deep” (Habakkuk ii, 14). As a 
result none shall need -to say. unto 
his neighbor and to his brother, Know 
thou the Lord, for all shall know 
Him, from the least to the greatest 
ot them, Every knee shall bow and 
every tongue confess to the glory of 
God (Romans xiv, 11). When every 
good deed shall receive promptlyand 
Muanifestly its reward, and every evil 
deed shall receive promptly its pun- 
ishment, the world will specdily learn 
to avoid the punishments and to win 
the rewards by obedience to the-laws 
of the Kingdom. . 

The Prophet in our text personifies 
The Christ, Jesus the Head and the 
Church his Body. Note the state- 
ment, ‘With my soul have I desired 
thee in the, night’? (Isaiah xxvi, 9). 
The “night” of sin has been uponAhe 
world for centuries. The “morning”’ is 
at hand, but not yet fully come. Dur- 
ing the night time the faithful of the 
Church are represented as walking in 
the light of God’s Word. “Thy Word 
is a lamp unto my feet, and a lantern 
unto my, footsteps’ (Psalm cxix, 105). 
8t. Peter says, “We havé a more sure 
word of prophecy, to which we do 
well to take heed as unto a light shin- 
ing in a dark place—until the day 
dawn and the day star arise” (II. 
Peter i, 19). In this night time the 
“elect” are different from the major. 
ity of those around them—they desire 
God’s righteousness and they pray, 
“Thy Kingdom come; thy will be 
done on earth even as it-is done in 
heaven.” :

A cloth mofstened with alcohol will 
clean piano keys. 

Clean linoleum with warm water 
and polish it’with milk. 

No soap on window panes! Ru 
them with elther alcohol or ammonia 
to make them shine. 

Decorated china plates should be 
put away with round pieces of canton 
flannel bet ween them. 

Apply the white of an egg with a 
camel's bair brush to fly specks on 
gilt frames und they will disappear. 

Soft sonp made from half a pound 
of shaved down hard soap and two 
quarts of water will save the soap bill 
at cleaning time. 

Cover plaster of paris figures with a 
thick coating of starch and water, let 
it dry on the surface and the dirt will 
brush off with the dry powder. 

To clean old glass pour strong am- 
monia on ft, scrub well with a brush 
and rinse In cleau water. Dry and 
polish, and Jt will then appear as new. 
— If your cook persists in washing the 
dishes in the pantry while the family 
is still at dessert, insist upon her plac- 
{ng the dishes to drain upon a heavy 
Turkish towel. It will lessen much of 
the clatter, 

To keep sponges white and soft 
wash them in warm water to which a 
little tartaric acid has been added 
(quarter of a teaspoonful to half a 
gallon of water), then rinse thoroughly 
fo plenty of cold water.

Shelves covered witb rubber. cloth . 
not only look well, but are more easily 
kept clean than !f bare or covered with 
paper. The cloth can be wiped over 
with a damp rag and’ made perfectly 
fresh, whereas wood requires the use 
) of soap and more thorough drying. Pa- 
per rumples and turaos to allow dust or 
crumbs to get beneath. 

Whatever is decided upon should be 
go cut as to hang over the front shaped 
into scallops. This {s a pretty finish 
and also prevents the stuff turning up 
to become a dust trap. ‘ 

A tack at each corner, front and 
back, 1s sufficient to hold and should 
not be driven in as far as the head, 
for it is then more difficult to pull 
when the time arrives to rémove the 
covering.

vanized tron pails, which will not warp 
or fall apart and. from {which the dirt 
is easily ‘washed. The objection to 
having vegetables cleaned when they 
come into the house is that water will 
often cause them to decay before they 
can be used. 

If, as is the case in some summer 
houses, there is no pantry, more effort 
will be required to make shelves in 
the kitchen look well and be neat. Old 
window shades will do both of these. 
To accomplish this cut the roll from a 
curtain and measure it the length of 
the shelves. : 

Fasten the brackets to the shelf so 
that a white curtain tacked to the 
roller will bang close at either side 
and overlap it about one {nch. Fasten 
a ring to the slat in the hem of the 
curtain to pull it down and raise by, 
‘and you will be surprised to see how 
long you can keep it clean and how 
nice it will look. : 

If you want the cupboard dark to 
help in keeping out files, use a dark 
colored curtain outside of the white 
one and tacked with it to the shelf and 
roller. This makes a very neat little 
cupboard and is easily kept clean, as 
the white curtains only require to be 
soaked a few hours in warm suds and 
then boiled, rinsed, dried, pressed and 
returned to the shelves clean. 

If the shelves and the walls behind 
them are painted white, the paper may 
be dispensed with, and the care of the 
cupboard will be mucb less, as the 
changing of paper is more bother than 
wiping off the shelves with a cloth 
wrung from suds. 

\Cretonne {is sometimes used for the 
chelves and is very pretty for the pur- 
pose, especially if there is a small 
stand with a sewing basket or book on 
it and an easy rocker ‘with cushion of 
the cretonne near it. This is, of course, 
for the kitchen where there is plenty 
of room to sit in comfort, an unusual 
thing these days.

The Claresholm Review has 
a knack of asking some 
most disconcerting questions. 
The editor, Bro. Quiyle, who has 
considerable style about him, 
wants to know why the cost of 
living is so high in Alberta, and 
states that when he came to 
Alberta, away back in 1907, Sit 
was then considered knocking to 
even suggest that the cost of 
living was high or to presume to 
make a contrast between prices 
here and in the east.’’” Well, we 
are glad to have an opportunity 
of backing the south in this 
great desire for cheaper living 
because newspaper men need it, 
but if our dear brother had come 
to Alberta in 1890, with the editor 
of this paper, he would be more 
reconciled to the present day 
prices. Then it cost about 
twenty-five cents a flap jack and 
as much more for a rasher of 
rancid side, and an occasional 
chunk of butter that would kill 
at forty yards might be obtained 
as a great favor. No ‘‘knocking”’ 
was allowed in those days. The 
Review says “it used to be 
fashionable to blame everything 
on the C.P.R., but freight rates 
are not responsible.” That has 
always been our contention, and 
we still contend that the C. P. R. 
was, and is still, the greatest 
factor in the settlement of this 
country and freight rates are not 
higher than elsewhere. But the 
Liberal party has obtained many 
votes through this unjust abuse 
of the C. P. R., and are still ob- 
taining votes along the same 
lines, and will continue to do 80 
until a fair line of newspapers 
spring into existence and shut 
out the demagogue papers that 
blame all the ills of high prices 
to the C.P.R. We quote a portion 
of the article of the Review, as it 
is to the point:

“On Thursday, June 1, at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, will begin to be sold 
at public auction a collection of valua- 
ble books belonging to the library of 
his excellency John Montgomerie, Esq., 
late governor of New York, ete, de 
ceased. A catalogue of the books may 
be seen at the Coffee House in New 
York, with the conditions of sale.” 

This is also the first instance where 
the word “auction” appears,” “vendue”

A BUILDING FEAT. 


House Completed, Furnished and Oc- 
cupied In Twelve-Hours. 

In the Wide World Magazine Harold 
J. Shepstone describes a most remark- 
able building feat which was recently 
accomplished In St. Louls—viz, the 
complete erection and occupation of u 
house In a single day._ It was the 
bride's ardently expressed wish to 
have a home to go to that caused the 
builder to attempt it, ard he succeed. 
ed. ,‘I'welve hours bef@re the evening 
meal was served the plot ‘of land 
where the house was to stand showed 
not the slightest sign of human actiy- 
ity. Ragweed and goldenrod greeted 
the sunshine, and the scene was abso- 
lutely innocent of a stick of timber, a 
plece of stone, brick or ofher material. 
But when the 7 o'clock whistles blew 
on the murning {In question, however, 
shere was a concerted movement of 
Men and wagons toward the lot. 

In the erection of the dwelling 75,000 
oalls were used, 11.000 feet of timber 
cut and fitted, 12,000 shingles put on 
the roof, 6,000 laths used to make the 
walls, 375 yards of plaster spread and 
several gallons of paint used. 

‘I'wenty-five carpenters were employ- 
ed on the job, of whom elghteen work- 
ed ten hours and the remaining seven 
eleven hours each. Twelve lathers 
and twelve plasterers did the lathb- 
Ing and plastering in three hours. Two 
men built the chimney ip four hours 
forty-five minutes. Four men put the 
roof on in three hours, while two men 
did the plumbing and gasfitting In five 
hours. One man did the electric wir- 
ing ip one and a balf bours, while four 
men did the necessary painting in five 
hours. 

‘The builders had bardly cleared away 
before a large furniture van arrived, 
together with a caterer’s cart. The 
furniture van contained the owner's 
goods, and willing bands quickly trans- 
ferred them to thelr rightful places in 
the record built bome. In just under 
ar hour the newly married couple and 
tbelr friends, who had meanwhile 
come upop the scene, sat down to a 
sumptuous dinner. Twelve hours pre- 
viously, as already stated, not a brick 
or a stone was to be seen on the site 
of the dwelling. 


The Most Ancient Man. 

The average render does not see 
much difference in age between human 
remains found in the beds of the pleis- 
tovene and the pliocene, but to the 
geologist the difference is very great, 
only be cannot express it In years or 
centuries.

Tbe doubt, for instance, that has 


been cast by, art experts generally up-. 


on the wax bust attributed to Leo- 
nardo da Vinci—pronounced: Layonar- 
do da Vinchi—purchased ‘by! Dr. Bode 
for the German Government for £8,- 
000, is by no means’ an ‘isolated -inci- 
dent. in. the -history of: art ‘collecting. 

It has yet to be decided;..whether 
this bust is the work of the great and 


versatile Leonardo or Mr. Cockle Lu- 


cas, the recently deceased wax model- 
ler; but it is an undeniable’ fact that 


there is hardly’ a ‘public collection’ 


that does not con several itcms, 
the authenticity of which: would not 
bear investigation. 

At the Victoria, and-Albert Museum, 
the. Louvre, and elsewhere, it has 
more than once been discovered that 
treasures that had been long. venerat- 
ed us unique, are most. flagrant for- 
geries, . 

Some years ago, a Parliamentary 
commission was held. upon the con- 
tents of the museum at South ‘Kens- 
ington, and very early in the evidence 
it transpired that the predecessor of 
the then curator had removed over 
fifty objects, as either forgeries or 
as, absolutely worthless, which had 
been considered of great importance 
and value. 

For instance, the authorities pur- 
chased three items at the famous 
‘Hamilton Palace sale in 1882, all of 
‘which proved to be other than was 
supposed. Those were the Agate Cup, 
purchased for $2,500; the Cardinal 
Wolseley chair; and a Vernis Martin 
cubinet, which cost the nation no less 
than $4,000. 

The cup proved to be a made-up 
piece, worth, at the most, $250; the 
chair, which was supposed to be Eng- 
lish fifteenth century work, turned 
out to be Cingalese work of the eigh- 
teenth century; and the cabinet, 
though partly genuine, was discover- 
ed to contain panels made by a man 
who later, upon obtaining employment 
at the museum, readily recognized his 
handiwork. 

There is also at South Kensington a 
statue uttributed to Michael Angelo 
which many claim to be a made-up 
piece; whilst a terra-cotta bust of 
Savonarola in the same collection, pur- 
chased in the middle of last century 
as a genuine examp'e of fifteenth cen- 
tury work, was~laimr discovered to 
be of quite modern manufacture. 

In the National Gallery there is 
more than one. work, the attribution 
of which does not meet with general 
acceptance. ; 

In 1904, when the portrait of Arios- 
to, by Titian, was acquired for the na- 
tion for the huge sum of $150,000. 
there were many who claimed—and, 
in fact, still do so—that the portrait 
was not by Titian; and, moreover, that 
it was not a portrait of the famous 
Itnlian poet. : 

Another ,remarkable instance of ex- 
perts being hoaxed is that of the 
purchase of a picture, reputed to be 
by the great French landscape artist 
Corot, for the New Dublin Gallery of 
Modern Art, a few years ago. 

The sensational discovery at the 

‘a Picture Gallery that, of the 250 
pictures labelled with the greatest 
names in the history of art, only-sev- 
enty were genuine, is still fresh in 
the memories of most readers.

Present Scheme of Govern- 
ment Elevators. 


Winnipeg, Man., Jan. 5. —The 
committee of the Manitoba Grain 
Growers’ association appointed 
to co-operate with the govern- 
ment in drawing up a plan of 
government ownership of interior 
elevators,presented a memoranda 
to the cabinet this morning of 
their recommendations. 

The ‘provincial government, it 
was would assume the responsi- 
bility of providing for the finances 
to either purchase the existing 
elevators or to build a new sys- 
tem. The cost, either way, was 
placed at $3,000,000. 

THE CHARGES. 

The elevators, it was proposed, 
should be made eelf-sustaining. 
The following charges, the grain 
growers figured, would provide 
sufficient revenue: One and three 
quarter cents per bushel for re- 
ceiving, cleaning and _ storing 
wheat; one cent for oats; one and 
a half sents for barley, and two 
cents for flax, for the first 15 days 
with an additional charge of one- 
thirteenth of a cent per day after- 
wards, 

The committee in their memor- 
andum recommended that there 
be an elevator commission in 
charge, consisting of three mem- 
bers to be appointed by the Man- 
itoba Grain Growers’ association 
and the government. Their terms 
of office would be for life consist- 
ent with efficient administration 
and good conduct. Suggestions 
are made as to methods of dis- 
missal if necessary. 

The work of the commissjon is 
also outlined. If the elevators of 
the province can be bought a 
method of valuation is suggested. 
If the present owners refuse to 
sell then the commission should 
proceed to build a new system. 

Elaborate recommendations 
are made in the memorandum as 
to the handling of the grain after 
the government elevator system 
is established. Methods of se- 
curing samples and of controlling 
weights are suggested. 


TRAVELLING INSPECTORS 


A plan of providing for what is 
known as street grain is also out- 
lined. Itis also suggested that 
there be a number of travelling 
inspectors appointed by the com- 
mission to supervise the working 
of the elevators. Daily reports 
from the operators of each ele- 
vator would be sent to the head 
office of the commission. The 
memorandum also suggests the 
inauguration of a system of pro- 
motion for employees and the 
establishment of a pension fund. 

It was proposed that the chair- 
man of the commission should 
receive $8,000 and each of his 
two assistants $6,000 annually. 

Premier Roblin replying to the 
speciai committee said the gov- 
ernment would take the scheme 
into consideration and hoped a 
definite plan would be arrived at 
before the legislature meets in a 
few weeks.

The regular annual meeting of the 
Red Deer Butter Association, Ltd., 
was hold in the Alexandra Hall, 


January 7th, .1910, with the Vice ] 


President, Mr. Jas. Comer, in the 
chair. 

After calling the meeting to order 
and outlining the work to be taken 
up by the Directors present, he called 
on Mr. E. Carswell, President and 
acting Secretary, to read the minutes 
of the last annual mecting held Jan: 
7th, 1900. . 

Moved by Mr. Pye, seconded by W. 
Jenkins, that they be adopted as 
read. 

The secretary then read the report 
of the business of the association for 
1909.

Report of business done at the 
creamery during the summer season, 
1909, issued by the Department: 

Season opened May 83rd, 1909, closed 
Oct. 16, - 

Cream was received from 148 pat- 
rons, 

Pounds of cream received, 316,532 
yielding 97,591 lbs, butter. 

The average price realized at the 
creamery for butter as follows: Be- 
ginning of season to Aug. 21st, 23 24 
cents; Aug. 2lst to Oct. 16th, 25.87 
cents; average price, 23.08 cents per 
pound. 

This was amounted to patrons as 
follows:

The low price of butter at the begin- 
ning of the season was explained by 
the fact that owing to the heavy 
make of butter during the winter 
1908-09 the eastern dealers were unable 
to dispose of their stock before the in- 
crease of make in spring. Rather than 
suffer too great a loss they were com- 
pelled to unload on the markct at a 
low figure. Carloads of this butter 
was shipped to Pacific Coast markets. 
Consequently the. provincial cream- 
eries had to accept a low price per 
pound in order to meet the trade and 
hold their former customers. 

The President then explained to the 
members the various resolutions that 
had been passed before the convention 
of delegates of the provincial creamer- 
ies held here Jan. 5 and 6; also the 
proposed change in the management 
of those creameries that are out of 
debt and able to assume the responsi- 
bility of the local management. The 
Dairy Commissioner will stili market 
the butter and furnish all standard 
supplies, while the creamery will do 
all the accounting, hiring of help, and 
transacting of all the local business. 
This is considered astep in the right 
direction, because it means. that the 
patrons will receive their cheques 
much sooner, also the book keeping 
ought to be done for a much lower 
figure than has been done in the past; 
consequently any of these retrench- 
ments that can be made will mean ao 
little higher price to the patrons for 
their cream. 

Another proposed change is the pay- 
ing to the creamery a price_according 
to the quality of butter made; also to 
the patron a price according te the 


quality of cream fnrnished. 


having with them the two dairy in- 
structors, Messrs. Scott and Pearson. 

Mr. Smith gave a very, explicit talk 
on the ucing. and grading of 
cream ,with the aid of charts. He 
showed the percentage of No. 1 and 
No. 2 cream delivered by the several 
haulers at one of the large creameries. 

Mr. Pearson took up the subject. of 
cow testing, taking for an example a 
cow (Rosalind) bred and reared by Mr. 
C, A. J.Sharman. This cow has pro- 
duced during the past nine months 
the magnificent amounr of 9256.76 lbs 
milk, giving 446.85 Ibs. fat, or 525.71 
bs, 85 per cent. butter. Value this 
product at 25c per Ib. and we have the 
sum of $131.43. This is considerably 
more than some herds of six cows 
have yielded in the same time. 

It was decided to pay no dividend 
on stock of the creamery but to se 
this money for installing an improved 
system of cold storage. 

The old board of directors was re- 
elected, with Mr. J. A. Comer, Presi- 
dent; Mr. Eaglekraut, Vice President; 
Mr. E. Carswell, Sec. Treas., and Mr, 
L. J. Carswell, Auditor.
